ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
Weare Volunteer Fire Dept. 


During 1935 the Department answered twenty-seven calls 
for assistance as follows: 


12, chimney; 2, dump; 7; buildings; 6, brush or grass. 


Promptness with which the men have responded to fires 
has been of great importance in keeping losses down by the 
extinguishing of fires while still small. Training in the use 
of equipment has also been a factor in the workmanlike 
handling of fires. This training has been done at the regular 
monthly meetings and at fifteen drills held the past year by 
the department. 


Chimney fires are the most numerous, and in many cases 
serious in their results because of faulty chimney construc- 
tion and conditions of buildings. Bricked-up fireplaces, un- 
used thimble holes, woodwork built against or around a 
chimney, and defective funnels are dangerous. These con- 
ditions should be promptly taken care of. Look over your 
chimney. See that it has an iron clean-out door and is safe. 


Only one brush fire burned more than an acre in area in 
the past year due to quick stops made. The State Law re- 
quires a permit to burn, and if conditions are favorable, one 
will be freely given by the Forest Fire Warden. Be careful 
with all burning. 


Equipment added to the department the past year : 


One extension attic ladder, 2 shutoff nozzles, 1 box-type 
suction strainer, 6 knapsack pumps, 2 electric lanterns, 
4 snow shovels. 
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These items help to make for more efficient service. Our 
equipment is in first-class condition, and suited to our local 
conditions. 


Waterholes are now under construction as an unemploy- 
ment project. These, when completed, will give protection 
to a large percentage of the buildings in town. Waterholes 
of the present project completed to date, are located as fol- 
lows: Weare Center Village; Chase Village Corner; Harry 
Dow’s, North Weare; Zain’s Corner, South Weare; Charles 
Davis place, South Weare; Louis Turner’s, Slab City; 
Marshall’s Orchard, Slab City; George Dodge’s, Weare 
Center; William Patenaude’s, East Road. Others are 
planned and will be constructed to the limit of the funds 
available. 


We wish to thank those whose co-operation has made 
possible our advances in fire protection.

REPORT OF 
Superintendent of Schools. 


To the Citizens of Weare: 


This past year brought changes im the teaching staff at 
Buxton, Riverdale, Clinton Grove and Sugar Hill. Nita. 
Tucker was elected for the Buxton School, Helen Shirley 
for Riverdale, Nella Luce for Clinton Grove, and Madeline 
Nash for Sugar Hill. The primary room at East Weare, 
which was taught by Mrs. Smith. (formerly Miss McLeod), 
was combined with the upper four grades because of the 
small number of pupils. There are about 25 pupils in all. 
This room is taught by Francis. Leach. This means that the 
number of elementary teachers. is one less than last year. 
All of the new teachers are Normal School graduates and all 
but one have had some previous teaching experience. Miss 
Luce resigned at Clinton Grove, and the vacancy has been 
filled by Helen McDonald, a 1933 Keene graduate. 


At the High School building there were four teachers to 
take care of the Junior and Senior High School. With this 
number of teachers, certain periods of the day in some class- 
rooms, in addition to the “class,” there was a large group of 
“study pupils.” There was no way by which this could be 
permanently remedied. Recently, in order to change this, 
the School Board engaged Mr. Fenton, a graduate of New 
Hampshire University. The distribution of pupils, made 
possible by the added teacher, has avoided “over-loading”’ 
the periods, and more satisfactory results should be 
obtained. 


The enrollment for the current year has been about as 
before. ‘Friends’ school is full and Sugar Hill is also 
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“full up.” The Junior High room had to be rearranged 
to take full advantage of its seating capacity. 


A new feature this year in connection with the high 
school English work is the “Broadcast Feature.” A number 
of plays, prepared in “Radio Script” fashion, have been 
made available, occasionally a “cast” selected from the high 
school “broadcasts” from WFEA, Manchester. This not 
only makes available considerable new material (forty dif- 
ferent selections), but provides incentive and opportunity 
for special training in oral English and cultivates the ability 
to interpret understandingly. The final test in English for 
all of us is, in short, the use we make of it, whether we can 
and do use it simply, clearly and pointedly, or “murder”’’ it 
in a mumbling, blundering, bungling fashion. This is the 
test, and increased emphasis is being put on this practice 
phase of English. 


Some seating equipment had to be bought for high school 
use. 


There are two tuition pupils in high school at present. The 
tuition rate is $70 per year for each pupil. 


Some exceptionally fine attendance records have been 
made this year. Up to February 1, East Weare had a per 
cent attendance of 98. Buxton has had about twelve weeks 
perfect attendance so far. 


Excellent attendance records for last year: Friends, 97 per 
cent; High School, 95.4 per cent; Center, 94.9 per cent; 
Junior High, 93.9 per cent. 


Last year the per cent of attendance for Weare High 
School was 94.4 per cent. For the High Schools of the 
State, the per cent was 95.2. The State average was 1.10 ° 
per cent for tardiness per pupil. For Weare, the figure was

1.5 per pupil. The attendance record is fine. The tardiness 
record should be improved. 


These few items may be of interest :

The total for these various groups is almost 40,000,000. 


This approximates one third of the total population of our 
country. 


To provide buildings, teachers and materials for 40,000,- 
000 naturally requires considerable money.
